am awaM that quite a number of 
rnutea have come out to this country 
and only stayed a few weeks, and 
started back again without trying to 
gOl Work. I feel how weak my words 
are. and do not think it will induce 
any of the mutes lo conn 1 out here. 

Mr. P. W. Downing, the new Prin- 
cipal of the Institution, is an energe- 
tic and excellent teacher, and will un- 
doubtedly prove satisfactory to the 
Hoard.

dairy business. Ho boasts, of hav- 
ing the best cat lie and horses, and of 
also raising the best vegetables in the 
state.

Dead Sir: Allow inc. in justice to 
an important educational system which 
deeply concerns the lilt. ODD deal' mutes 
of the I niied States, to make tli, 
lowing comments on an article, head- 
ed "Speech for .Mutes," which ap- 
peared in a late Sunday's issue of tbe 
Philadelphia Press. 

The exaggerated and misleading 
statements ol the article in qa 
created much surprise among the 
teachers and officers of the Pennsyl- 
vania Institution for '..he Peal' and 
Dumb. The "brilliant results achiev- 
ed" by the pupils of Miss tianvti'.s 

"Pure Oral School " arc rather dingy 

to the professional eye however 

to the unprofessional one : and as 

these " results " not only oonoern the 

deaf of our day, but also those of 

generations to come, the further im- 
portance of the article on ••Speech 
for Mutes" can hardly be estimated, 
because tho subject of which it. treats 

may cither he the boon or ruin of a 

class of people whose loss of hearing 
requires all the more the nicest dis- 
crimination m (he choice of ft system 
for their education. 

Being deaf myself, but with a small 
acquirement of speech, 1 was natu- 
rally much interested in the article, .\-aA 

subsequently visited the 17th Street 
Oral School for tbe Deaf. I found 
there about, forty pupils, with live 
teachers. The first class, on which so 
much praise was lavished. 1 was toW. 
consisted of eight pupils, and among 
them 1 observed Harry (lunkel, a 
bright hoy who was under my inst rue 
lion (by signs) ten months before his 
connection with the Oral School, and 
for nearly four months afterwards. In 
the same class. 1 noticed three oilier 
boys who had received about, four 
month's previous instruction from 

Iso there was one in the at 
class whom ] had taught the same 
length of time. Hearing these facts 

in mind, it is not difficult to explain 
how il is that this part of the first 
class have learned to " use intelligibly 
several hundred words, to write and 
spell correctly the majority of these 
words," ••count up to one hundred," 
and "are able lo name any figure Up 
to one hundred to which you may 

point," "in nitie months only." 

In discussing the merits and de 
merits of the .so-called "Pure Oral 
System," or any other system for lite 
instruction of the deaf, a newspaper 
column is no place lo do justice to the 
subject, for in the matter of educating 
the deaf and dumb the true philosophy 
Of success lies in Ihe greatest good for

And it is a mailer of risky speculation 
whether her three years' experie 
teacher of vocal physiology to deaf 
mutes, has given her one-tenth the 
intimate and important association 
with deaf-mutes enjoyed by the writ- 
er, whose opportunities as pupil and 
teacher in the Pennsylvania Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb ami 
student of the National Deaf Mute 
College, have been such as to give 
him a wide and numerous personal 
acquaintance with the best educated 
deaf in tbe country, including, among 
others, Mr. George 0.
